I have the honour to submit the Annual General Abstracts which give, by Counties 
and Provinces, the acreage under Crops, and the number and description of Live Stock 
in 1885. 

The materials necessary for the compilation of these Statistics were obtained by 
members of the Royal Irish Constabulary and Metropolitan Police, who discharged this 
important duty with zeal and efficiency. 

The Abstracts have been carefully compiled from summaries made by the Enumerators, 
and may in some slight degree differ from the revised figures which will be subsequently 
published. 

The following Table shows, by Provinces, the total extent under Crops, Grass, Fallow, Rirision of 
Woods and Plantations, and Bog and Marsh, Barren Mountain Land, Water, Roads Land.

The total extent under crops (including meadow and clover) in 1885 is 4,954,02S 
acres, being an increase on the extent in 1884 of 81,284 acres, or 1*7 percent. The 
increase in Leinster was 23,705 acres, or 1'8 per cent. ; in Munster, 22,091 acres, or 1‘8 
per cent. ; in Ulster, 25,840 acres, or 1’6 per cent.; and in Connaught, 9,648 acres, or 
1*4 per cent. 

In 1884 the extent returned under grass was 10,346,S76 acres, in 1885 the amount 
returned is 10,245,927 acres, being a decrease of 100,949 acres ; the extent returned as 
fallow in 1884 was 23,641 acres, and in 1885, 19,075 acres ; the extent under woods and 
plantations in 18S4 was 332,006 acres, against 329,343 acres in 18S5 ; and the extent 
returned under “ Bog and Marsh, Barren Mountain Land, &c.,” in 1884 was 4,753,486

acres, against 4,780,380 acres in 1885, being an increase of 26,894 acres ; of the acreage 
thus returned in 1885 1,698,599 acres have been entered by the enumerators as bog and 
marsh, and 2,236,824 acres as barren mountain land. 

Total Extent under Crops. 

The extent of land under tillage in 1884 was 2,910,257 acres, in 1885 it is 
2,921,167 acres, beiug an increase of 10,910 acres. In Ulster the increase amounted 
to 11,863 acres; and in Connaught, to 327 acres; while there was a decrease in 
Leinster of 798 acres and in Munster of 482 acres. 

Cereal Crops. — Compared with 1884, there appears an increase of 2,984 acres in the 
acreage under wheat ; of 12,373 acres in barley ; and of 1,232 acres in bere and rye ; 
while there is a decrease of 20,462 acres under oats, and of 1,589 acres under beans 
and pease ; showing a total decrease of 5,462 acres in the extent under cereal crops. 

Gh'een Crops. — The acreage under potatoes has decreased by 1,849 acres ; and turnips, 
by 7,129 acres. The extent under cabbage increased by 2,698 acres; mangel wurzel, 
by 2,600 acres; carrots, parsnips, and other green crops, by 167 acres, and vetches 
and rape, by 961 acres; leaving a net decrease of 2,552 acres in the extent under 
green crops. 

Flax. — The acreage under flax in 1884 was 89,225 acres, and in 1885 the extent 
returned under this crop is 108,149 acres, being an increase of 18,924 acres. 

In 1884 there were 1,962,487 acres returned under meadow and clover, in 1885 the 
extent returned under this crop is 2,032,861 acres, being an increase of 70,374 acres.

Return of Live Stock. 

It appears from the following Table that between 1884 and 1885 there has been Livestock, 
an increase in the number of horses and mules amounting to 13,980, in the number of 1884 and 
cattle amounting to 115,962, in the number of sheep amounting to 232,628, whilst 1886 - 
there has been a decrease in the number of pigs amounting to 37,428. Of the 13,849,175 
poultry enumerated in 1885, 811,161 were turkeys, 2,133,609 were geese, 2,861,506 were 
ducks, and 8,042,899 were ordinary fowl.
